DAILY CONSTITUTION. 
THE MIGHTY MULLETT. 


An Unnataralized Englishman Who 
Defies Congress. Ue is a Young 
Man who Spends the Public 
Money by Millions. 


Pays no Regard to Limitations of 
Expenditure Provided by; Law, 
and Having the Support of 
Boss Shepherd and Gen. 
Grant, Flouts the Na- 
tional Legislature 
with impunity. 


(Correspondence New York Sun.) 

W ASHINGTON, Sept. 1st. 

Mr. A. B. Mullett will not 
pute what Jam about to say of him. 
Facts enough have been givento the Sun 
to satisfy every thinking mind; that this 
so-called supervising architect of the 
treasury isthe most unfit man for the 
position that could be found. At pres- 
ent the office of supervising architect of 
the treasury isagrand misnomer. There 
is no law for it; and it exists oaly because 
Mr. A. B. Mullett has turned it into one 
of those great corrupt political machines 
which Grant and certain other political 
leaders, in their infatuation, regard as es- 
sential to the very existence of the repub- 


lican party. Gen. O. O. Howard made 


the freedmen’s bureau a monstrous en- 

ine of political power in the south. 

he country is already too well acquaint- 
ed with the bad results. Mr. Mullett, a 
more unscrupulous and dangerous man, 
with ten million dollars a year to dis- 
burse—nearly as much as it used to cost 
torun the whole government—has so 
managed the business of his office as to 
make every public building in the coun- 
try a political machire. 

Objeciion has been made to Mr. 
lett by some western journals because he 
isan Engishman—unnaturalized. These 
journals assert that, like most English- 
men, he has no gincere respeci for the 
government of the United States, and is 
bent only on making money for himself 
and friends. I am sure ihe Sun does not 
object to him on any such grounds. If 
this office is to be continued, if it must 
be filled by a man in every way unfitted 
to ho estly discharge the duties of the 
oilice, why can we not have one of home 
breed? Heaven knows we have enough 
of them, and to spare. It never was 
tended that the office of supervising 
architect of the treasury should be any- 
thing more than its name indicates—su- 
pervisory. In creating the office the ob- 
ject was to make the officer a mere 
inspector of public buildings—nothing 
more. The idea of turning the treasury 
departmeut inio a bureau of architects, 
and giving one man—an u.terly incompe- 
tent man et that—power to plan and 
construct all the public buildings in the 
United States, and to disburse $10,000,- 
000 a year, withscarcely a check on him, 
is simply monstrous. Under this system, 
so arbitrarily carried out by Mr. Mallett, 
no American architect, no matter how 
great his genius or acknowedged his 
skill, can get either encouragement or 
employment from his own government. 
American architects feel this injustice 
keenly. 


TWO UGLY BYILDINGS. 

When in New York a few weeks ago, 
I went with a prominent architect to look 
carciully at the New York Post Ouice.— 
L had before criticised that huge piece of 
ine wapetency: If, said my friend, 
“you can find anything ug! er in erchi- 
tecture than the lower and upper por- 
tions of that bui'dinge I shou'd like to 
have you tell me wheicitis.” I replied 
that if he would come to Washington! 
would show him a promiscuous pile of 
granite, which this very same Mr. Mul'eti 
dignified with the name oi New State 
Department.” as much uglier, aud at the 
sume time cosilier as he could ‘mazine. 
No one but Mulleit,” said he, ieferring 
to the lower poriion of the New York 
Post Office, could have conceived any- 
thing so hideous as those cheese-box col- 
umns. It is architecture Lroken. But 
if the government can stand such things 
perhaps it is none of our business.” It is 
not the government, it is the corrupt 
republican members of congress who 
encourage and perpetraie these ( pen- 
sive monstrosities. They have encour- 
aged Mr. Mulleit to goon from time to 
time, increasing his appropriation every 
year until they have reached the sum of 
$10,000,000, fifieen per cent, of which is 
used asa corruption fund for political 
purposes. And now he has reached tne 
very climax of his incompetency in the 
new state, war, and navy departments. 
I asked one oi our prominent builders a 
few days avo what he thought of it? 

„Think of i,?“ said he, Why theie is 
no architeciure anout it. It is simply 
tumbled-up baby work, done in granite. 
but very expensive. If Mullett had 
tried to confound all known orders of 
architecture and bring them into utter 
conierpi, he could not have succeeded 
better. Why, sir, here is a jumbled 
mass of the best granite in the world, 
cut in the most costly manner, piled up 
in a hea», and making what looks like 
one big barn erd two little barns on ‘op. 
There is neitber unity, harmony, nor pro- 
portion about the thing. Only a sixth 


ve millions of dollars have been expen 

ed on ji, which includes thirty odd thou- 
sand for the Piesident’s siables. These 
stables, several of our most competent 
builders say ought not to have cost more 
than thirteen thousand dollars, How 
Mr. Mullett gets so much money into a 
building is no mystery here. “Baby 
work—done in granite—very expensive.“ 
That opinion, so simple and yet so well 
expressed, covered the whole ground, 
and agreed with what I had heard so of- 
ten pronounced by several of our best 
architects, engineer officers, and men of 
taste. And yet General Grent and his 
sense keeper, Major O, E. Babcock, of 
the regular army, admire this huge pile 
of [granite baby woik,” and call it 
grand. Mullett says he agrees with 
these two great authorities, that the 
building suits him, and other people may 
say what they please. Mullett is not a 
modest man, like his friends Shepherd 
and Babcock. To me this new state, 
war and navy department is an architec- 
tural perplexity, Congressman Platt, of 
Virginia, has tried several times to make 
me comprehend its beauties. I have 
searched in works on ancient and modern 
architecture without finding anything 
that bore the slightest resemblance to 
this last creation of the great Mullett. 
It is Mullettonic—nothing more, nothing

Our object, however, is not to favor the 
purchase by the city of any one lot of land 
in preference to any other, but to give ex- 
pression to the opinion, which we believe is 
the sentiment of a majority of the citizens 
of Atlanta, that 

ATLANTA NEEDS THE CUSTOMHOUSE, 


and desires that a suitable lot of land, ac- 
ceptable to the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the United States, may be secured at cuce 
and promptly tendered to the United States 
authorities for that purpose, so that the 
work may commence this fall or winter. In 
addition to the great benefit whieh would 
accrue to our mechanics and laboring men, 
from the disbursement in our midst of per- 
haps three to five hundred thousand dollars 
expended here for labor and material to 
erect said building, the establishment of a 
customlrmuse would be of vast benetit to 
our merchants. And we unhesitatingly re- 
commend that this chamber appoint a com- 
mittee to wait on our city council and con- 
sult with them as to what would be the best 
course to pursue in the premises.
